dred per cent American. They are willing pay 
taxes for the support huge educational system 
which one the wonders our age the most 
fervent enemy Rome. this despite the fact 
that millions Catholics not avail themselves 
their privilege citizens send their children 
the public schools which they support. dif- 
ficult find what particular manner other than 
the payment taxes the more enlightened our 
commonwealth support our public schools. 
course mere words are index zeal, have 
that portion the population that can transpire 
every occasion about the “little red schoolhouse,” 
which, the way, longer exists, and seems 
continual abomination the eyes school 
commissioners, efficiency experts 
generally, who consider firetrap and deplor- 
able institution the light modern development. 
But windy suspiration has never moved mountains. 
not the extravagant and uncritical cant the 
unwitting partisan any movement that brings 
success lends sound support. 

Perhaps our optimism rank, admit these devo 
tees the public schools; but least our spirit 
sound—not the destructive attitude that as- 
sumed Catholics. reach any truth dis- 
cussion this type absolutely necessary 
disregard any testimony that incompetent and 
call for the opinions experts. this 
shall find that every sincere teacher, every zealous 
principal, every conscientious administrator the 
public school system entertains grave doubts the 
perfection and the efficiency our educational 
methods. Those that are beyond the lengthy reach 
political domination have the hardihood de- 
have been more than candid their expression 
the failure the school its pur- 
pose. And they are doing what Catholic leaders 
have been doing for years, without giving suffi- 
cient reason for their criticism. The Church insists 
that without moral and religious ideal there can 
true education. Educators whatever creed 


must admit this, and admit it, but here that 
because the very nature our society and state, 
the public schools are helpless. citizenship 
based morality, morality based religion, 
unless violate the principles our government 
our educational system—the public schools—will 
not avail us. 

Now, the second great iniquity Catholics, the 
eves those who insist upon giving education 
everyone but who seem lack the benefits lit- 
tle broadness themselves, that the minions 
Rome send their children private schools. 
course, one silly enough insist upon com- 
pulsory attendance the poor-hous’ the coun- 
jail evidence the hearty social accord 
which maintain such institutions. Yet there 
greater reason why one should attend the public 
schools than the poorhouse, providing one can get 
what the public schools supply manner more 
the taste the liberty loving citizen. The facts, 
wherever comparisons are available, show that there 
are many schools which develop sound American- 
ism more successfully than our public in- 
sist, then that all children forced attend the 
schools, deny just one more inalienable 
right manifest desire pay more taxes. 
Merely insist upon public education for itself 

From the logical point view, the Catholic crit- 
who realizes that the public school can not give 
the education which demands because the 
principles upon which built, much saner than 
some our educational reformers who would deny 
fundamental democratic ideals attempt sad- 
dle the entire educational responsibility upon the 
government. The movement introduce religion 
into the public schools gathering strength today. 
Say what may the Bible the schools will mean 
that and nothing else. not because the Catholic 
jealous not only his own rights but those 
his neighbor that will not party such 
perversion our public education and the funda- 
mental rights all Americans? this not the rea- 
son for Catholic schools? 


OPEN DISCUSSION.—It extremely dis- 
appointing, especially when one has graduated from 
the public schools (with pink honorary card 
prove it) find out that one can not good 
American because one Catholic. least that 
what one the great authorities our educa- 
tional system tells us. Although several million 
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Catholics who thought they were Americans found 
ridiculously easy pray for the Pope and all 
their misguided brethren, whether their Protestant 
“buddies” German “heinies,” and the same 
time fight for the Stars and Stripes, one our 
foremost thinkers finds there irrepressible con- 
flict between democracy and Rome. can see two 
points which all clear-thinking men, whether 
Catholic Protestant, agree: first, that there 
great, deep conflict between the historic claim 
Rome and the ideals our republic; and second, 
that the open discussion the whole problem weak- 
ens Rome’s cause and The clear-thinking 
seer responsible for this quotation, which not stol- 
from its true context either out malice ig- 
norance, John Jay Chapman. 

Mr. Chapman Fellow Harvard. the 
individual who opposed the appointment Cath- 
olic the Board Fellows Harvard and 
quoted the press justifying his stand the 
ground that Catholic the board would stifle 
free discussion educational topics. Mr. Chap- 
man really believes point two quote him, why 
did not real educator sieze the opportunity 
get Catholic the board and then bombard 
him with open discussion which would result 
ignominious defeat for Rome. Then with one en- 
lightened Catholic (Mr. Chapman feels that many 
Catholics are ignorant what being done the 
Church and mentions her notorious control the 
movie business, her espionage over private business, 
her subtle charities and reformatories) 
beginning, think the inestimable good that John 
Jay Chapman might accomplish. But apparently 
Mr. Chapman prefers open discussion when 
Catholics are about. 


Perhaps our public schools injustice 
that Mr. Chapman foremost American 
Harvard has glorious record both religious 
and American institution. But within the 
memory some Harvard was guilty at- 
tempting exclude Jewish students, and Mr. Chap- 
man knows, American, that this really un- 
conscionable. Mr. Chapman more than over- 
seer Harvard; overlooks some the ideals 
our republic also. This not surprising were 
one read his article late number the “For- 
um” and later one “The New Age,” which 
retails certain stuff with obvious intent. When one 
can oblivious logic overlook the most 
simple laws thought, when one proceeds from 
the particular the universal, when one heralds 
the private mind the last law and quotes the 
“Menace” and the Klux Klan (we muse pass- 
ing—does Mr. Chapman admit negro help the 
Cambridge campus?) and Henry VIII authority, 
any wonder that one should forget few 
our primary lessons democracy and tolerance? 

But waste good space. Mr. Chapman 
modest man, seems, and doesn’t like open discus- 
sions when Catholics are about. doesn’t like 
them, either, when the subject them, from 
the tone his “Forum” article. certainly dis- 
concerting for foremost American educator 
charged with meanness and intolerance the news- 
papers! Even open discussion can carried too 
far. 


DRIVING there more 
certain sign spiritual decay our education than 
the present reliance upon pomp and show, circum- 
stance and flourish, difficult appreciate. 
recall that Papini “Un Uomo Finito” says that 
complete satisfaction anything the surest sign 
little mind. appalling contemplate the 
complete immersion our leading educators ef- 
ficiency programs, 

“You anything without money.” And 
start drives and collect millions dollars and 
expend the millions enduring brick and mortar 
and concrete, the great name Education! This 
should be. construct great monuments 
our delight—the theatres, the the stadi- 
ums; our convenience—the courts, 
ments, the prisons; erect lasting tributes the 
dead—should not nobler and greater thought 
inspire then rear real ramparts sustain those 
that are all means let use our ma- 
terial assets the best advantage. Education has 
very real body well vital spirit, and this 
body must clothed and fed. 

Alas! how often, however, does the feeding the 
huge Beast education, force one forget the Beau- 
ty. The Biack Mass the school today idol- 
atrous worship Administration and the fanatic 
devotees this false cult are legion—more numer- 
ous than the true believers who seek the simple 
truth far less devious ways. Forms, the mere 
clothing, are necessary, but what are they without 
the substance living and vital? Scholastic opulence 
that not manifestation the soul education, 
but merely economic investment assuring large 
profits the traffic human hearts and souls, 
hollow shadow dead tradition, the glaring 
brazenness “civic pride.” can not but make the 
judicious grieve. add billion dollars 
school multiply zero that golden dross 
becomes not vital assimilation, and feeds the 
principle which alone school IS. speak 
scientifically (and pedagogically) unless our ma- 
terial progress direct function spiritual 
growth false and hollow. 

not need more schools—commissioners, 
boards, programs and what-not. What need 
teachers; more teachers and better teachers. Let 
not stand pride, that are teachers. Can 
inspire the school that has been reared above us, 
rotten because our poor, mean, shrunken 
souls? Has the divine afflatus been spurned our 
selfish Are dead souls masquerading 
the magnificence glorious scholastic sepulchres? 

But folly scold—particularly summer 
with vacation nigh. merely wish show 
that are not content with education is, 
whether Catholic education the secular systems 
considered. Whatever else may wrong, with 
us, notwithstanding, plead not guilty Papini’s 
charge little-mindedness. However, let stress 
principles, not practices; aims, not expedients; 
beauty, not the truth, not the living, not 
the dead.

AVE you ever rushed the rail shipboard 

glimpse gorgeous vista view the 
dying sun, and shortly afterwards called yourself 
somewhat sheepishly attention finding that 
the rushing water churning the wake had con- 
quered your perception? have you traveled 
the observation car through canyons and over steeps 
that are God’s glories find yourself hypnotized 
the rush the receding ties? Has the heavenly 
harmony Beethoven faded from you before the 
fascination symphony perfect bows and el- 
bows; has the exquisite monologue the Ghost 
“Hamlet” been lost upon you because you wondered 
how the poor ghost looked Since have 
all had such experiences there need pause 
for reply. Coleridge, his “Aids Reflection,” 
says that looking into one’s mind not very 
popular pursuit because are afraid what 
may find there. Today, however, has become the 
fad look into ourselves, and from survey 
introspective investigations these interior vistas are 
both wonderful and terrible behold. The mental 
perspective most has not advanced very 
far and might compared with the sense per- 
spective manifested the art the Fourteenth 
Dynasty Egypt the Cretan frescoes Cnos- 
sus. 

Despite Einstein and his inexplicable relations 
most have fairly clear idea the things 
this world and when the wind blows the right 
direction are sane Hamlet. Science has 
dispelled the vaporous ignorance that kept the Mid- 
dle Ages foggy darkness and concealed the glory 
the Ultima Thule. The simplest graduate Mon- 
tessori could speak disparagingly Dante’s “De 
Acqua the “math” adept high school 
waves book logarithms and Archimedes pales 
his ineffectual fire; the average bachelor com- 
merce knows enough about wealth laugh 
Midas and all the glory Ormus and Ind. The 
“general average” our day and generation 
remarkably enlightened creature compared the 
humble citizen few decades past, even 
attribute his illumination the discovery elec- 
tricity. 

Now, only man’s just boast that the world 
ours and that have harnessed nature; 
even somewhat significant that this our age should 
have been the chosen instrument this great 
achievement, this capping the climax. Let 
give honor where honor due. The ringing 
grooves change are sorely taxed the magni- 
tude and the glory the things that have come 
and man proud his works. 

Should wonder then that with such great 
world about us, with justifiable elation for all 
that have done, with many things experi- 
ence and little time spare, some have 
become somewhat confused, some have for- 
gotten where are going, some are alive 
though scarcely know it? are swept along 


the mighty current the age, thrown flot- 
sam and jetsam upon the eternal sands—we are 
buffetted the banks and shoals time, helpless 


derelicts undestined and without direction. 
might illustrate these random ideas glance 
the field education shall see that our mental 
perspective sadly awry; has hardly kept pace 
with our telescopic and miscoscopic outlook the 
world about us, though are almost convinced 
that the mind’s eye responds scientific treatment. 


The history pedagogy presents interesting 
study our minds. Since the school has been 
special institution facilitate man’s progress its 
purpose has been assumed possible. When schol- 
asticism strove impress the truth upon men 
was assumed that they had minds capable appre- 
hending the when humanism sought charm 
not bald logic but the glory human achieve- 
ment and the sensuousness art was granted 
that men had souls; when the realists found the 
world they did not lose the soul man even they 
tried forget it; when Rousseau discovered human 
nature invented new world, natural world, 
and assumed that his children might live it. 
But with the psychology that think potent 
this our day, with the direction our attention 
upon the mind the child who the be-all and 
the end-all education, find arises strange and 
perplexing paradox. With the perfection our 
system and the exactness our measurement, with 
the broadness our observation and the depth 
our knowledge, have not reached greater certi- 
tude regard the nature our problem, 
have not reached greater understanding the 
mind the child; strange say, despite all our 
science have come closer actual appre- 
ciation the world. Certainly, may gloat over 
all know—that what do. But those blessed 
with clearness vision will admit that all our 
vaunted knowledge has not achieved the end and 
purpose for which have been continually striv- 
ing, the improvement man. 


investigate the subject little more closely 
may find some interesting revelations. not 
only true that our educational theory has not helped 
the schools reach their reasonably 
certain that has prevented the schools from get- 
ting any place. not only true that the history 
education shows futile search for great truth 
that was once known evident that ed- 
ucation has lost great light and has been drawing 
ever away from it. The assumption that man has 
soul inspired great purpose the great foun- 
dation education conceive it; can there 
any education all without this thought? 
can understand the present state educational 
learning, the soul longer element the 
process. Honest doubt has entered into the prob- 
lem and many are asking all sincerity, “Is there 
soul?” 

Really, this not strange. When proceed 
hunt ducks with rifle and lions with lassoo 
little wonder that have success, The search 
for the soul has been undertaken approved scien- 
tific fashion and though the experiment has brought 
the endocrine glands and Freud and the insufficiency 
our criminal law light has still bring the 
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slightest evidence immaterial soul light. 
The soul but another missing link science. 

But the most devastating thought that has ever 
threatened education has insinuated itself upon 
with the late psychological advance. have said 
that the fundamental assumption all education 
that the soul may attuned its environment 
through realization its purpose. the un- 
dying hope mankind that all live the truth 
the light that God gives see it; that 
receive the light truth. The pedagogues, how- 
ever, are determining the impossibility all edu- 
cation! This not exaggeration. not 
speak educating dog, cat seal. Why 
passive instrument evolution and change, 
other way his environment than 
the brute should designate the process the 
school education? admitted that man 
not responsible for his acts and that the educative 
process can nothing improve him, where has 
the experience the ages brought us? 

course, when one raises hue and cry about 
the trend the times the dread epithet “conserva- 
tive” hurled and that generally sufficient de- 
further thought upon the subject. But though 
the experts may have some conception the pur- 
pose our recent educational refinements the hosts 
simple teachers that make the bulk the 
school are following the leader the sheep follows 
the bell wether. Ask the usual normal school class 
submerged course statistics and tests and ex- 
periments what intelligence and note the intelli- 
gence manifested investigate the manner which 
most our young teachers mark after the most 
approved have discovered more than one 
startling application the “probability curve.” 
Now, must not judge hastily the worst as- 
pects laudable movement; but must insist 
that well nigh universal disregard for fact and 
truth should not obscured scientific theory 
that has been misapplied. 


The value intelligence should not minimized, 
but certain that the yardstick psychology our 
generation has exaggerated out all due pro- 
portion its importance. Surely the theorist 
warns against lack balance; but when the de- 
luge method strikes the classroom and the de- 
fenseless teacher, deluge tests and scores and 
formulas all stressing mere intelligence, small 
wonder that education disappears dry rot 
pedagogy. Physical science has well nigh refined 
matter into nothingness its analysis the atom— 
mental science has almost lost the soul maze 
measurement. 


The philosophers have disagreed from the begin- 
ning whether right thinking right acting 
should stressed the schools but never until 
today have they been satisfied with dangerous 
skepticism that seems admit that neither right 
thinking nor right acting within the power 
the school inculcate. And who knows but that 
this insidious and cowardly retreat from the ancient 
insistence upon authority not responsible for the 
manifest failure education our country 
The most abandoned optimist can not fail note 
that there widespread interest education to- 
interest that has aroused not only the pro- 
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fessional attention those engaged the work 
teaching, but also the notice popular magazines, 
social reformers and political bodies. The gen- 
eral note all this attention one that calls for 
improvement. Unfortunately, one seems able 
suggest just what wrong, one seems able 
agree upon what should done make things 
right. There wealth sound constructive 
opinion which might turn for guidance 
would, but those who could lead land 
educational promise are without power and author- 
ity—the prophet without honor his own coun- 
try. 

What the purpose this jeremiad? this 
merely the outburst poor fellow creature gone 
mad under the stress the last quarter? hope 
that neither lamentation nor mere sound and 
fury. Many Catholic teachers are grave 
danger not seeing the forest for the trees, 
great have the demands advance become that 
have been pressed upon us. Never before has Cath- 
olic education sought the pragmatic sanction though 
has ever been preeminently successful making 
men. With the glorious commission the Church

cators have always associated their motto, “Ye 
shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you 
Let ask merely, the light what has 
gone before, what extent must revise our 


Without growth and development all education 
would futile; must not forget that. The mere- 
radical, however, not improvement, mere 
change not advance. forge ahead must 
seek goal, must have objective. Now, admit 
with all the cheerfulness our command that the 
child the center the educational process and 
that understand the child mind should spare 
pains. But, THIS NOT TEACHING. Only 
when the child has been aroused from the “Com- 
placency ignorance” the “contagion enthu- 
siasm” has there been any education. The method 
teaching must not overlooked but the vital 
essence the school not its equipment but 
its principle. Measuring the length, breadth and 
thickness the mind fascinating pursuit but 
only part our work; what extent have 
the power, the magic, the soul pattern the 
minds our children and cut them according 
the true Measure? the present state our educational 
thought can not overemphasize the fact that the all 
important question not how teach but why teach. 
The answer this latter query should the criterion 
our method, the measure our means. The tendency 
present even Catholic education seems the fit- 
ting education the method rather than the fitting 


the method the aim. little child shall lead us—but 
must direct the child. 


So, after much ado would merely point out what 
appears evident danger besetting the way which 
precious all. The Catholic school labors today 
under peculiar circumstances and there the temptation 
the part our leaders worship the altars Baal; 
there great ostentation among the false gods, the glory 
which may strike the true believer. Let arouse our- 
selves against base denial. Let fix our eyes upon the 
horizon, upon the pole star that will guide 
let gaze upon the heights, untroubled things that 
transpire oblivion; let hear the harmony the 
spheres undisturbed earthly music; let understand 
the Word, and understanding, let speak.

Catholic Art for the Catholic High School

are have art courses all our Catholic 

High Schools patent the outset that 
Catholic art should have due prominence. the 
preceding articles this series its place art his- 
tory and its correlation with other studies have been 
pointed out. will now consider few more 
reasons for giving due attention, also few more 
ways teaching and teaching more thor- 
oughly. 
high school students, browse much our 
public libraries. There, many perhaps 
not know, they come across great mass litera- 
ture which more less anti-Catholic The 
books art mon-Catholic writers are this 
class, some positively, some negatively. “What non- 
Catholic writers have say Catholic art of- 
ten false ridiculous” are assured Father 
Don Liugi Sciocchetti, professor art, who well 
known Italy, which his home land, and also 
parts the United States, especially California. 
One need only take one the volumes ar- 
ticles question see how sadly those writers 
miss the spirit Catholic art; and, what worse, 
one will here and there find them grossly offensive. 
think, for example, that Venus and the Most 
Blessed Virgin should considered the same re- 
lation! refrain from naming such authors lest 
give them notoriety and deplore that their 
books should such easy access all. Our 
high school students need forearmed against 
this danger knowledge the important works 
Catholic art from the point the artists 
who produced them, that stranger their 
faith will able either his books otherwise, 
tell them anything false foul about the art 
their own holy faith. attain this result the 
course should least high intellectual 
calibre the ordinary high school English his- 
tory course, though need not necessarily take 
much time. the high school, then, should 
given after the ground has been prepared pic- 
ture-talks the grammar grades. should not 
put off till college, because comparatively few ever 
get there and those who do, many not study 
art. 

fact that non-Catholics often take more 
interest Catholic art and know more about 
than Catholics do. Many non-Catholics come 
this knowledge through general art courses given 
public high schools and universities which nec- 
essarily include great deal Catholic art, for the 
most fruitful art ages were the Catholic ages. Many 
others learn tourists and sight-seers. Father St: 
John O’Sullivan, who charge old Mission 
San Juan Capistrano, California, declares that 
far the larger number those visit the old 
Mission are non-Catholics. this may add 


that the originator and most the members the 
Landmarks Club for the restoration 
tion these old Missions are non-Catholics. Our 
separated brethren have likewise produced the great- 
portion the English literature Catholic art. 
Moreover they often adorn their homes prefer- 
ence with originals Catholic 


noteworthy example this, was 
Mrs. Phoebe Apperson Hearst, who had the spa- 
cious reception hall her home Pleasanton, Cali- 
fornia, considerable number Catholic pictures 
and another room group representative Fra 
Angelico prints. course are aware that when 
comes penetrating the true and inner meaning 
and spirit these masterpieces, non-Catholics are 
“so near and yet far.” Yet Catholics, while know- 
ing the teachings their religion are too often 
very ignorant its many and wonderful art master- 
pieces. When drawn into conversation their 
well informed non-Catholic friends they are sea. 
give good course, above stated, our stu- 
dents will not sea but very much home with 
their non-Catholic friends regarding art, and inci- 
dentally the door wide open for both regarding 
religion. 

Catholic features the architecture the school 
building effective means impressing the 
young mind, recent article The Architect and 
Engineer, San Francisco, (October issue, 1924) en- 
titled, Tribute Mission Architecture, Felix 
Rey, the point. shows the propriety and 
influence certain classes buildings, schools es- 
pecially, style architecture derived from that 
which was used the early Catholic Missions 
the state. Referring certain school, Mr. Rey 
says, “Those Mission forms, that Mission bell, con- 
vey ideas and feelings mildness and peace not un- 
like those which once inspired the simple Indian 
when laboring and learning his trade view 
the Mission arches, guided the Mission bell and 
the voice the padre. Even themselves the 
simple Mission forms calm mind and heart; but 
the story our early Missions once well im- 
parted the children well designed Mission- 
style school and the derivations its forms pointed 
out, those forms and the memory them will keep 
that story their minds for life’. The valuable 
principle pointed out here may implied also 
certain other places; and any place the old Cath- 
olic historic forms Gothic Romanesque may 
used. Such elements Catholic school make 
the finest material for the high school architecture 
problem. Such elements and problems stir re- 
ligious faith did similar problems, though 
higher order, the architect Bentley, designer 
the New Westminster, London, and Heinrich 
Huebsch, famous German church architect, both 
whom became Catholics. 

What said here structural forms still more 
true decorative forms. the use these 
sometimes happens that “the children this world 
are wiser their generation than the children 
light”. certain Western college the main hall- 
ways are decorated with exquisite facsimiles taken 
from the inner frieze the Parthenon Athens. 
These shed their classic pagan naturalism irresist- 
ibly and with daily reiteration into the student’s 
mind, Could not Donatello’s Singing Boys large 
and faithful reproductions other masterpieces, 
great both for art and devotion, perform similar 
function for the Catholic student? the outside 
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Calvert Hall College, Baltimore, only about eight 
feet above the sidewalk and the crossing two 
prominent streets, stands fine statue the first 
Lord Baltimore, constant reminder and inspiration 
especially the pupils that school under the 
guidance their zealous teachers. Now that 
many new Catholic high schools are being built, 
would certainly well enrich them with Cath- 
olic features both structural and decorative. 

The principal way, however, imparting knowl- 
edge and appreciation the world’s Catholic art 
means pictures. But must learn dis- 
criminate. many, all Catholic art looks alike and 
much that not really Catholic art taken such. 
When say “Catholic art” mean something 
that both Catholic kind and art its make- 
up. But even when these two elements are present 
there often still great difference degree. The 
student’s attention must called this fact. 
his judgment left undeveloped and his taste un- 
cultivated will nearly all cases select the low- 
er, the merely technical perfection, and miss what 
really profound and sublime; just many young 
English students would carried away Swin- 
burne Macaulay and pass over Browning New- 
man. Many Catholic masterpieces contain more 
the pride art than the humility religion. 
They hold about the same relation what ap- 
proved the Church for devotion and instruction, 
the classic composition Beethoven and Mozart 
hold Plain Chant. Adapting expression Fa- 
ther Taunton, may say that such master- 
pieces have rather the worship art than the 
art worship. illustrate, will compare 
the religious basis, Raphael’s Madonna the Chair 
and Fra Angelico’s Annunciation, both well known. 
Good reproductions both are easily obtainable 
which see for oneself. Raphael’s picture has the 
perfection balance; has exquisite line and space 
arrangement that harmonizes most satisfying 
way with the circular field the picture, and yet the 
figures are natural their posture that there 
sign whatever stiffness striving after ef- 
fect. Whatever interpretation may put the 
facial expression and the posture the Mother and 
Child must acknowledged that they are ex- 
ceedingly human. The story the fornarina, (Ital- 
ian for baker’s daughter) favorite stock-story 
the mouths some non-Catholic “authorities,” has 
been shown false; (see Gillet, Catholic Ency- 


clopedia, Vol. XII, 647; also Lavery, “Raphael”, 


New York, Frederick Stokes Co. Page 90.) Ac- 
cording that story the model for the Madonna 
the Chair was certain baker’s daughter whose 
affections Raphael was courting while the same 
time was unfaithful another woman whom 
was engaged.

While hesitating contradict scholarly writer, 
cannot help thinking that truth was found well 
nigh despoiled its “garb motley” the origi- 
nator the phrase, “There nothing new under 
the sun”. One sees hears, sure, large 
number new names, but one very likely 
find that they not necessarily designate new 
things. For instance, the writer this paper dis- 
covered some years ago that many the educa- 
tional methods attributed more modern, and usu- 
ally non-Catholic educators, had been employed, 
perhaps invented, the Catholic Juan Luis Vives 
the sixteenth century. She also made the less 
important discovery that she herself had been using 
for some noticeable period time devices branded 
“entirely One these devices the so- 
cializing education, subject about which 
much being said and written the educators 
the present day. 

Socializing education evidently aims socializ- 
ing those who are being educated; the pupils 
primary secondary schools, the students col- 
leges universities. But just what does this so- 
cializing mean? Probably little more, 
analysis, than showing those educate that ours 
world give and take, that every human be- 
ing must help others and, turn, helped 
them. other words, must find our point 
contact with the pupil, young old, the plane 
his personal experience and strive show him 
the connection actually existing between his studies 
and his daily life. This essentially, though thank 
God not solely, age utilitarianism, and many 
student’s application individual study will 
depend upon the answer his question, What will 
that study for me? 

What, then, will socialization for our pupils? 
will many things. Perhaps one the best 
results the socializing process, aside from the 
appreciation gives the pupils the world 
which they live, found the fact that educates 
rather than imparts mere book learning. How much 
better fitted cope with the problems life would 
many former students they had absorbed less 
and assimilated more! But whom must one blame 
for their failure assimilate, themselves their 
teachers? 

Putting aside this question, not easy answer, 
let accompany child first enters school. 
His experience this stage his career limited 
and deals entirely with the concrete. in- 
terested the motorman, the policeman, the fire- 
man; watches eagerly the autoist cranking 
car the expressman unloading van. grasps 
with little difficulty the idea that mother, 
cook, prepares his meals, that clothes and toys are 
made purchased for his use. able form 
some connection, too, between home and school. 
each, there some one who tells him what 
must must not do; some one who answers his 


questions and comforts him his troubles. 
has brothers sisters home, his schoolmates 
replace them playfellows. 

Using his present knowledge starting point, 
the skillful teacher gradually widens the child’s 
horizon. She makes his own home life the open 
sesame the life other homes; she shows him 
that the activities his environment are only 
few those existing the world which 
knows little. Acting this way, she will, 
she has wise mind and sympathetic heart, not 
merely impart knowledge the child but really 
educate him; that is, draw him out, develop his pow- 
ers, stimulate him further effort begins 
realize that what others have done also may do. 
Bashfulness and diffidence, regarding factors the 
child’s development, are best overcome the self- 
confidence that wise teacher tries foster, though 
she always vigilant guarding against its de- 
generating into over-confidence conceit. The ideal 
teacher, however, must have sympathy well 
wisdom and keen sense duty; indeed cold 
sense duty may lead her astray. How often 
child called rude when pronounces judg- 
ment, correct one that, based what sees 
hears, with thought the relation that 
judgment others! Let illustrate this 
case point. small boy, whom shall call 
Tom, had been told his mother never inter- 
rupt person who was speaking. certain lady 
visiting his mother had this very impolite habit 
interrupting. After few her interruptions, Tom 
said his mother rather loud whisper: “Why, 
mother, she does what you told not do!” 
Rude, was he? The visitor undoubtedly thought 
that was, but the sympathetic mother realized 
that was simply trying understand why some- 
thing censured little boy should pass unre- 
buked “grown-up”. Again children are some- 
times accused falsehood when what they say 
only the result too vivid imagination. They 
are not intentionally deceiving but merely telling 
the thing appears them. other words, 
they have not yet learned distinguish between 
the subjective and the objective world experi- 
ence. frequently happens, too, that children ap- 
propriate, least for immediate and temporary use, 
such articles books, pads, pens pencils, even 
though they know that these articles belong their 
companions. They act this way, not with any 
intentional motive theft, but because they have 
failed grasp, any rate its full extent, the 
idea private property. Were the teacher 
over detail the faults the normal child, she 
would all probability find that they usually spring 
from ignorance, inexperience weakness, rarely 
from malice. 

have said that socialization may called 
demonstration the fact that this world ours 
one give and take; hence the need co-opera- 
tion. Now while the benefits accruing from co- 
operation are rule self-evident the teacher, 
the child must brought very gradually real- 
ization their importance. One can best bring 
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him this realization showing him how home 
helps school, how school helps home and how both 
home and school help neighborhood, town and city. 
Habits helpfulness and obedience ac- 
quired home, make the child more desirable 
pupil school. the other hand, the prompti- 
tude, application, attention and silence enforced 
school, developing poise and character, tend 
make the child power for good the life leads 
home. The life home and school must inevit- 
ably affect the neighborhood which lived, 
and neighborhoods form towns and cities, nay even 
countries and the world itself. 

Having considered, however briefly 
quately, the good resulting from the socializing 
process and the way which the teacher work 
this process out, let see some least the 
means used the working out. 

During the first years school life one can hard- 
overestimate the value play. Not only does 
develop the children physically and mentally, but 
also reveals character and enables the observant 
teacher get better and fuller knowledge her 
pupils than could ever obtained the class- 
room. Children forget what one may call their 
company manners while play, and initiative 
the lack it, mental swiftness slowness, keen- 
ness dullness, moral bigness littleness, selfish- 
ness generosity, each and all these will surely 
come into evidence the children, becoming in- 
terested their games, play unconscious un- 
mindful the presence. Thus she will 
become acquainted with their true selves, the selves 
which she may never catch glimpse during the 
recitation the study period. The plodder the 
classroom may leader the playground; the 
quiet well-mannered boy may both rough and 
boisterous; the boy ignorant many social usages 
and customs may show true politeness, even chival- 
ry, his treatment weaker less skillful com- 


panions. 


Once knowing the children’s tendencies, the 
teacher position use her influence de- 
velop the good repress the bad. This work 
dev eloping repressing the touchstone the 
teacher’s vocation. impossible lay down 
rules for such work this, but the teacher 
loves her calling, she sees her pupils neither 
stupid nor aggravating nor unruly children but souls 
purchased the blood Christ, souls that she 
commissioned guard for heaven, she will surely 
find means making her work success- 
ful even though miracle were required make 
the finding possible. Among the things 
avoided this work influencing children, 
might mention nagging and threatening; the first 
irritates, the second antagonizes. the child de- 
serves scolding, let the teacher scold him and 
done with it; punished, let her give 
the punishment without the threat. good work- 
ing rule for the teacher put herself the 
child’s place and treat him as, under the same 
circumstances, she would like treated. “Do 
unto others you would have them unto you”, 
motto well suited the classroom; may 
applied, occasion demands, either teacher 


pupils. 
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Stories may made great help this task 
introducing the child the later study history. 
Even the study history itself, especially 
the teacher aims socializing her pupils, stories, 
anecdotes and pictures will found almost in- 
estimable value. Children are more given ob- 
servation than introspection; they appreciate the 
external, the objective, far more than the subjec- 
tive. Hence the teacher who wishes success- 
ful should make imagery important factor her 
teaching. 

The teacher may find other helps the child’s 
communicative and dramatic instincts. allow- 
ing, even encouraging him talk, proper times 
course, she will discover his attitude towards 
things general and towards his individual stu- 
dies particular. When his attitude the correct 
one, she may strengthen him maintaining it; 
when not the correct one, she may prevail upon 
him change it. the dramatic instinct, the 
teacher permitting the child act out from time 
time the stories told him other ages and peo- 
ples, will inspire him with interest these ages 
and peoples that could perhaps given him 
other way. Drama, according Aristotle, only 
“the imitation men then why not let the 
children imitate the actions the heroes found 
history fiction? moral might pointed 
showing the children how the heroism other 
lands and times finds reflection, not counter- 
part, the heroism their own little world. 
the home for instance, where father and mother 
spend themselves for their offspring; the city, 
where firemen and policemen often risk their lives 
safe-guard the lives the property their fel- 
lowmen. 

Arithmetic, well history, may used 
aid the work socializing. The simple rules 
addition, subtraction, multiplication 
the more involved ones fractions and percentage, 
will become far clearer and more interesting asso- 
ciated with the buying the selling our daily 
needs. Indeed the game playing store might 
used with profit, least occasionally, the arith- 
metic class. Not only would develop sense 
values but would also give scope for the exercise 
the imagination, faculty much evidence 
the normal child. Then, too, emphasizes the 
importance the shopkeeper one’s daily life 
and his value factor bringing about the com- 
fort and well-being those whom supplies with 
either necessaries luxuries. 

The worth composition work the scheme 
socialization can scarcely overestimated. 
must remembered, however, that the greater 
number children, especially 
imagination reproductive rather than creative and 
that should controlled well encouraged. 
Thus good plan make children tell 
write, according the composition work oral 
written, about something that they have actually 
seen heard, and have them the thread 
their quote the Irishman’s phrase, 
throughout the entire spoken written narrative. 
These narratives may used also open the 
way for comparisons between countries peoples, 
habits customs, homes schools, and the like.

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The Correlation History and English 
the High School

ORRELATION the curriculum elementa- 
and secondary schools has occupied the at- 
tention educators the past generation. Among 
the subjects the secondary school that especially 
lend themselves this mutual relation are history 
and English. not possible show that history 
made more intelligible through correlation with 
English? May not illustrate gain English 
Correlation with history? With attempted 
answer our present discussion concerned. 

are aware that correlation overdone might 
away with needed variety the child’s school day. 
seems evident, too, that each subject accorded 
place the program studies, should be, itself, 
not merely because its subservience 
There are teachers who offer opposi- 
tion correlation because they hold that compari- 
son more valuable when one the ideas has be- 
come old and thoroughly assimilated mental pro- 
cess. answer that when the ideas have become 
assimilated, the child has grown maturity and 
the possibility such helpful correlation beyond 
the reach the teacher, for school days are passed, 
and much that might have proven inspiriting 
the adult has been omitted, the loss mental 
and emotional benefit. Salisbury says: “Knowl- 
edge unified, does not run separate streams. 
The teacher any subject will increase the per- 
manent, usable results his teaching knitting 
that subject and into every other subject 
any way related present the advantages, 
motives, and suggestive means accomplishing the 
correlation history and English the high school 
the purpose our theme. 

Among the incentives for this proposed correla- 
tion are primarily its reciprocal benefits both sub- 
jects concerned, its ease practice, its unexplored 
possibilities, its saving time, its soundness peda- 
gogically, and its distinct advantages the pupil. 
This last, first all; for the pupil, not the subject, 
should and increasingly occupying the center 
the stage the drama school life. And rightly 
so. truism say that schools exist for pu- 
pils, not pupils for schools. Let consider order 
the foregoing motives for the mutual relation 
history and English, and first notice the benefits 
both subjects. 

Interest history aroused and intensified 
its correlative treatment the composition and 
literature classes. the former, both oral and 
written exercises, the place assigned themes top- 
ics studied the history class gives the pupil 
motive for his effort that subject, and who but 
will grant that proper motivation goes long way 
toward furnishing needed stimulus for the study 
subject? The inability children understand 
English sentences the rock which many earn- 
est students suffer shipwreck their history course. 
Safer progress would assured them the his- 
tory text found admittance times the English 
class will suggested later. 


Not only the composition class, however, may 
history made more Literature, it- 
self the mirror human existence, reflects light 
having its complement that other study the 
pageant human activity—history. should 
reconstruct history make the mighty drama 
live anew before the eyes the child, such reali- 
that, awed and reverent, will feel kindled with- 
him the burning desire aid the further devel- 
opment the race his own worthy effort. Ideals 
are the emotions; idea held before the intellect 
merely, becomes moving force until first inflamed 
white heat the furnace the emotions. 
lies the worth inspiriting historical characters 
the use literature. Chubb believes literature 
the handmaiden history and often history 
truer ultimate reality than the heavily annotated 
pages the scientific treatise. Literature bearing 
further investigation. Brother Leo has recently told 
that “an eminent statesman order widen 
and rectify and humanize his conception any 
given period history, was wont read many 
novels could get hold that dealt with the 
life and customs that period.” novels 
supply the human element and furnish many inval- 
uable historical ideas. True, there are teachers who 
object strenuously. They hold that there much 
false history novels that they are not only worth- 
less, but injurious. grant that, facts, some 
them may err—many not—but believe 
the former that, nevertheless, they often recreate 
the period they depict more vividly far than the 
sometimes dry facts the history text. History 
made more attractive because interpreted and 
made more human. The teaching this subject 
should labor portray animated pictures and en- 
kindle strong feelings, that the pupil may have 
hand every help visualize the setting historical 
events. Well written fiction often very potent 
agent this accomplishment. would seem, then, 
that growing body evidence supports the opin- 
ion that pupil’s appreciation history inten- 
sified its correlation literature. 

History, however, not the greater debtor this 
mutual exchange. the composition work the 
pupil, greater progress made the history teacher 
acts once that capacity and that English 
teacher also. Some our recent writers the 
subject believe that much the English work now 
without motive and proper content would more 
fruitful the history course were allowed furnish 
matter for exercises, many which are now pur- 
poseless. the history course are many topics, 
capable arousing sympathy and judgment needed 
place the pupil proper attitude toward com- 
position, and which the English teacher may find 
abundant matter for both oral and written themes. 
Another gain English follows from correlation 
where due attention the history class given 
correct and effective expression oral and written 
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exercises. Herein provided real help for the 
development ability composition, The pupil 
becomes convinced that good English essen- 
tial classes other than that bearing its name. 
New York inspector schools believes that “the 
ultimate reason for adopting system co-opera- 
tion the advantage the pupil who needs greater 
ability the use the mother tongue for practical 
purposes.” utterly impossible for the English 
teacher one period militate effectually against 
the bad habits speech acquired the pupil 
the remaining hours the twenty-four. power- 
ful ally gained, however, this warfare against 
incorrect expression when the history teacher, 
least, joins her forces and pursues the contest 
methodically. ‘The Committee five history, 
its report 1912, states that history teaches the 
pupil view present conditions the world the 
product previous ages. teaches him handle 
think and speak clearly human beings. 
May this power not turned good account 
the teacher English? Might not more original 
and better work composition thus obtained, 
particularly from the source material history? 

the pupil’s work composition 
its correlation with history, too has that 
literature something gain. Though the appeal 
great literature does not depend facts geog- 
raphy and history for its effect, nevertheless that 
appeal heightened when the time and place 
the selection are illuminated the light history 
which renders more intelligible much the atmos- 
interest aroused increased and proper 
mental attitude the part the pupil induced. 
That such correlation easy practice, that 
saves time, and possesses unexplored possibilities 
will elucidate itself the development the means 
shall suggest accomplish this relation. Be- 
fore taking this point, word might said 
showing that such correlation pedagogically 
sound. 


make this evident let consider the accepted 
aims the presentation the two subjects. The 
teacher history hopes develop the intellect 
directing the child formulate comparisons, 
point out distinctions, make keen judgments and 
draw correct conclusions. speak, course, 
those who believe that the child capable be- 
ing more than mere automaton the mechanical 
process giving ready made answers printed 
questions book much would fit wooden 
pegs holes. Secondly, the cultivation the 
heart the object the teacher history. Why 
should not the noble actions and motives Clo- 
tilda, Helena, Joan Arc, Alfred, Louis 
mighty forces impelling imitation? The 
training the will, the third place, not 
neglected the study history. The child 
warned and inspired the concrete embodiments 
the abstract virtues truth, duty, love coun- 
try, the right, one’s fellow-men. But are not 
these aims identical with those the teacher

they not natural complements? And may not 
the better pedagogs bring into bold relief 
this mutual relation?

Have 
not here stated the ideals the English instruc- 
tor One more authority, the Committee 
Seven History, 1898, may cited establish 
our contention. give power arranging and 
systematizing facts, provide training handling 
books, quicken, strengthen, and discipline the 
imagination, afford training good dictation, and 
broaden the sympathies and lay the foundation 
for permanent and worthy refinement; such, the 
Committee affirms, are the objects attained 
the pupil’s history work. Might not interchange 
the term History for that English, and have 
stated most the aims this subject? then, 
these respects, the two branches have similarity 
aim, would seem proper, pedagogically, develop 
correlatively the treatment history and English. 

The means doing this are hand throughout 
the high school course. Let consider correlation 
practice the history class. Here the teaching 
current events, one period week from 
some such sheet the Literary Digest, Looseleaf 
Current Topics Current Events, cultivates the 
habit reading periodical literature and passing 
judgment thereon. has proven, actual prac- 
tice, the open sesame the editorial page, 
articles the above named magazines, the 
Bulletin, the Sunday Visitor, the 
Review Reviews, the Science Classroom 
and others, thus showing the pupil that there 
something worth pondering other 
ephemeral short stories that form large part 
the reading high school pupils. Collections 
clippings, pictures, and cartoons, pertaining im- 
portant historical current topics, keep the pupil 
interested and alert. The history bulletin board, 
managed committee appointed the class, 
keeps before the students material directly related 
the work being done the time. Here fruit- 
ful source oral reports and written themes for the 
English class. Further practice oral composition 
furnished the history class during the mock 
conventions congresses, growing out the work 
current events held connection with the 
Critical Period American History, for example, 
when the class following the development and 
adoption the constitution.

Standardization Our Courses Religion

TANDARDIZATION the studies our 

and 
high school, notably—has doubt proved its 
worth, whatever may said over-standardization 
and whatever may yet required perfect this 
standardization one several particulars, For 
long years need was felt for unification our pub- 
lic school forces, for co-ordination among those 
schools, for effort more reassuring aim and 
more concerted means. was palpable 
those the vantage ground—educators experi- 
ence and acquirement—that there was much aim- 
lessness the schools, that there was too much in- 
dividual, isolated planning theorizing, and that 
there was, reality, system all that system 
should reflect more general agreement. Indeed, 
was clear that young teachers especially might 
doomed continued mediocre achievement and 
ceaseless wandering without guide embodied 
standardized program, the result the consultation 
enlightened, experienced, and gifted professors 
and teachers. And now, almost everywhere, 
see least system education, however may 
evaluate it. We, too, have been drawn into this 
educational procession, least our elementary 
and high school forces. We, too, now have in- 
cipient system, any rate; yes, nearly all courses 
save the one that distinctly our own regu- 
late, viz., religion. 

Catholic educators have reason, beyond 
question, appraise ever highly our educational 
heritage. need not dwell upon this here, nor 
upon what connotes the unique role the 
Church education through the centuries. Never- 
theless, strange may appear some among us, 
have been and are slow this country accept 
our educational heritage fully, accept our role 
that are yet but trailing the academic march. 
Standardization may offer instance what 
Standardization individual institutions 
and even individual provinces religious com- 
munities doubt there has always been, and the 
results, like tell ourselves and others also, 
have been uniformly convincing, 
suggestive the worth the means employed. 
not uncommon, consequence, find religious 
congregations drawing themselves into their shells, 
were, utter self-complacency, conscious that 
they, peculiarly, have the heritage; that they have 
little learn education; that the remedy for 
our troubles lies with them and must found 
adopting their methods. But, withal, system 
had slight standardization speak until re- 
cent years, and what have today is, general. 
our own creation, and consequently not plainly 
pointed our aims body that claims have 
aims very uniquely its own. The fact that our 
parochial units were many, even each did labor 
enterprisingly, and, acceptable extent, success- 
fully, self-sufficient isolation. The inauguration 
the Catholic Educational Association was the first 


very emphatic recognition our actual educational 
status—that units with not more than potential 
bond. The Association now open forum, 
general clearing-house, appreciable tie; it, per- 
haps more than any other agency, has welded 
into the suggestion system. And are des- 
tined claim leadership educational movements 
about us, not unlikely that the Association 
our forerunner. seems the only recog- 
nized force the horizon. can discern leader- 
ship other institution. 

The most outstanding proof, take it, that 
have not consistently enough led educational 
effort this country, that have lacked essen- 
tially concerted purpose, clarified aim, spe- 
cialized means, the relatively individual evalua- 
tion that determines the teaching of, and the train- 
ing in, religion our schools—grammar, high, and 
person that does the planning, that legislates, that 
executes, but individual the sense here un- 
accepted leadership, very general agree- 
ment. Surely, were there recognized system 
education among should long since have 
reached more concerted program our courses, 
methods, and time allotment religious teaching 
and training. for the religious teaching and 
training, very notably, most notably, that exist 
body teachers all; upon the religious 
platform that build and aspire; plain 
view our religious aims that forward con- 
fident ultimate triumph. But, let not even 
dreamily suppose that the particular difficulties now 
confronting our religious teaching will re- 
moved some outside intangible influence 
power. one, relatively, concerned with the 
religious educational problem—not America, 
rate—but ourselves, and the most vital 
all problems us, should be. Unified effort 
looking the removal our difficulties herein 


needed now more even than heretofore. There 


too much individual movement the framing 
our religious syllabi, if, indeed, there such thing 
movement all. And there unrest among 
our teachers; they are not sure themselves. 
Plainly, whatever being done has not taken 
the proportions national conference effort. 
are left wandering the schools, especially the 
high schools and colleges, the teaching and 
training religion. That there may very ap- 
preciable success, that there may ever much 
self-sufficiency, places, now aside from our con- 
tention. 

Here are, absolutely agreed the truth 
ultimately, and certain means employed. 
Here, then, are the truth, the methods, and the aims, 
and practically disagreement, not beyond consid- 
erations minor moment methods and possi- 
bly choice material. Wherein, then, the 
difficulty reach agreement looking toward meas- 
ure standardization our high schools, let 
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say, and our colleges? that there much 
truth imparted that we: can not agree 
selection? And methods must practically 


ignore logical favor modern fervor 


for psychologic methods? emphasize 
narration and description against exposition and 
argumentation? other words, are teach 
history doctrine? both, then what propor- 
tions? Are look ultimate aims are 
indulge certain personal ingenuity for better be- 
cause more appealing proximate aims? One isolated 
unit, for instance, would make our Blessed Lord, 
the role hero, the aim; another would stress 
knowledge and great sympathy for Christ’s 
Church; while third points all toward apprecia- 
tion the Liturgy. Plainly there going dis- 
agreement the choice material the moment 
there shifting aims. Wherein, once more, 
the difficulty? incline very strongly the 
belief that there over-emphasis, want pro- 
portion, somewhere. the amount selec- 
the last, the convincing test that the stu- 
dents like the course, are pleased, are interested, and 
because this follow well and pass acceptable 
examinations the matter chosen for the course? 
there danger estimating the value want 
criterion the test pleasure interest the part 
the pupils? the other hand, may there not 
tendency places make our religious lessons 
lectures altogether mental discipline? And, 
yet again, may there not great loss neglect- 
ing this aspect, much entirely? 


These and ever many other questions might 
well ask, confident that shall have wait for 
practical answers and sure that answers, not backed 
concerted study, will get where particu- 
lar the standardization our high schools and 
colleges their religious courses, and most 
fitting, not the most fitting, means for training 
our students the practice religion. Plainly 
need leadership. Here have teacher, supe- 
rior, dispensing members the classes from the 
religious instruction whenever they Mass and 
Communion.

“That the Brothers not only teach the children 
reading, writing, orthography, and arithmetic, but 
that they chiefly imbue their minds with the pre- 
cepts Christianity and the Gospel; that they 
teach them catechism for half hour every work- 
ing day, and for hour and every Sunday 
and holy day obligation, etc., there

there danger, possibility error, estimat- 
ing our religious educational results the numbers 
Mass and daily Communion? 

There is, indeed, room for thought opening 
such questions, and there suggestion for continued 
concerted study along least some the lines in- 
dicated. incline the belief that the great re- 
ligious teachers the past might well not have 
been concerned with many matters; they met 
with success eminent because, forsooth, their 
ultimate aims were absolutely clear them. And 
when aims are definite, and when zeal enlightened 
the point vehemence the pursuit such 
aims, the means must readily adjust themselves. 
Let look more definitely our aims. Let 
give continued thought the matter. 

Meanwhile, evidence our utter lack stand- 
ardization religion our colleges, let submit 
the following study the “unit” element, the 
simplest all which effect uniformity 
standardization. Even within particular Order 
this country the absence conformity striking. 
The Jesuit institutions, for example, the Province 
the Middle West, seem pretty generally 
the courses, and the time devoted re- 
ligious instruction. understand that Commis- 
sion controls the courses that Province; indeed, 
the catalogues these colleges seem almost identi- 
cal. Elsewhere the Jesuit colleges are means 
agreed, not even within the particular Province. One 
college, for instance, demands one hundred ninety- 
eight semester hours for graduation, and another, 
not fifty miles removed, one hundred twenty hours. 
One requires religion for degree; the other, not so. 

The data the courses Religion 
outlined thirty-six the principal Catholic 
colleges the United States. These are all men’s 
colleges, approved the Catholic Educational As- 
sociation being standard colleges. 


The practice Catholic colleges regards the 
awarding college credit for the study religion 
anything the world but uniform. One reason 
for this the attitude taken particular Catholic 
educators. These say that Religion important 
and sacred that should not commercialized, 
speak, allotting credit and requiring 
credit prerequisite for degree. Our young 
men should study the subject for its own sake. Those 
the opposite opinion reply that such practice 
lowers this study the estimation the students, 
because while they have study and learn Latin, 
English, etc., they can and neglect the study 
religion with impunity. usual the truth likely 
somewhere between these views:

Forming Right Conscience 

the principles which dominate life and actuate 
conduct are always the will, and 
reason the voice conscience direct- 
ing the choice the will between right and wrong, 
virtue and vice, behooves those charged with the 
formation character see that the children 
under their charge form right true conscience 
from the very beginning. Conscience that unseen 
force which dominates and regulates both interior 
and exterior conduct, well the faithful witness 
all one’s thoughts, words, deeds, and omissions. 
The inmost recesses the soul are within its ken. 
Constantly and invariably, summons the soul 
its tribunal for judgment, accusing, excusing, de- 
fending, acquitting, pardoning, condemning ac- 
cording one’s knowledge the law; but order 
that conscience may safe norm, its decision 
must conformity with the judgments God. 
must reveal the true state the soul its pos- 
sessor, neither glossing over nor exaggerating one’s 
transgressions, but faithfully reporting whether one 
has acted according to, against the dictates 
reason. St. Thomas says, “Conscience not 
power, but act the soul which one applies 
particular action the first principles right and 
wrong.” 

Looking back the process forming right 
conscience, one can recall that sometimes was 
delicate and tender, other times, callous and 
clouded now, very subtle argument, again, un- 
discerning and indifferent; one moment, biased 
pride and passion, the next, apathetic and un- 
pretending. “What says the Angelic Doctor, 
“is man follow, unless reason which the im- 
perative voice conscience? who does not ap- 
peal his conscience all occasions, has rule 
conduct. always doubt and perplexity, 
wavering between vice and virtue, not knowing 
which side turn. like vessel whose helm 
lost violent storm.” obvious then, that 
there real necessity for the training the 
reason and the judgment, and the sooner the 
child’s life the process begun the more certain 
and reliable will its voice the future. 

Experience proves that there are various kinds 
right true conscience governed 
sound principles making decision between 
and wrong. Reason clear and absolute 
its dictates, and obeying its voice, one morally 
convinced being the right. 

false conscience represents act good when 
really bad vice versa. tell child that 
act mortal sin when scarcely more than 
him. not only obliged follow the voice 
right conscience, but case invincible ig- 
norance, follow that erroneous conscience, 
often commands forbids without waver- 
ing. 

Let the teacher beware deciding cases con- 
science even discussing them. The confessor 
the proper adviser virtue his office for all 
doubt and perplexities conscience, and the teacher 


steps out her place entirely assuming such 
role. 

perplexed conscience one trying decide 
between two acts forbidden; obliged choose, 
one must favor that which appears the lesser evil. 

doubtful conscience uncertain whether 
act unlawful not. One never allowed act 
with doubtful conscience St. Paul says: Any- 
thing that not according conscience, sin. 
Rom. XIV, 13. 

lax conscience one which sufficient 
reason favors liberty, either order escape the 
law, diminish the gravity guilt. results 
from tepedity and sloth, destructive true 
spirituality. 

The tender conscience one which not only fears 
sin but even its very shadow the slightest sug- 
gestion sin. 

Let the teacher occasionally, even the lowest 
grades, give short talk that little voice speaking 
within, silently yet forcibly. Lead the child ob- 
serve that when one does not listen the warning 
given that monitor, the soul tormented and 
disquieted, nor does gain full repose until absolved 
the saving waters Penance; but when the 
warning heeded, the soul conscious victory 
over self and the devil, and experiences taste 
true joy and happiness. Let the teacher explain 
that the voice conscience never silent after the 
commission crime. matter where one goes, 
what one does, guilty conscience stares one 
the face day and night, even though one knows 
the crime but self. There can true peace 
heart until the soul makes peace with God and his 
fellow-man, Lead the children thank God every 
day for the sacrament Penance, where sinful man 
may fully forgiven and restored God’s grace 
and friendship. 

Character depends upon True Principle. 

Having stressed habit formation the daily ob- 
servance the socalled school virtues; having de- 
veloped the reason and the judgment such way 
elicit acts the will; having made clear even 
the smallest child that God’s law written 
his heart and that made known through the 
voice conscience, the child has learned through 
the simple lessons taught religion, and the moral 
instructions governing right conduct given the 
teacher, that true principle based the law 
God, and takes its source and strength from the 
fountain God’s eternal truth. That law God 
written the heart and revealed God Himself, 
explained the Apostles, and enforced the 
Church, man’s unerring guide the formation 
real character. 

The beauty and excellence true principle ap- 
peals the growing child, and listens eagerly 
explanations concerning its development and 
preservation, and these lead once into the con- 
fines the supernatural life grace and the prac- 
tice all the virtues peculiar that life.

Proper encouragement the imagination will de- 
velop the power associating, comparing and con- 
trasting; proper control this faculty will foster 
exactitude and veracity. 

Once under control, the imagination forms good 
basis for future history study. After all, history 
nothing more than the story times and peoples 
and the mental pictures limned the pupil’s imagi- 
nation will give more numerous, more clarifying 
and more impressive illustrations than any drawn 
hand. 

the study history, the child will gradually 
learn appreciate the progress, the lack it, 
found certain times among certain peoples 
and realize the consequences the same. The 
discoverer and the inventor will recognized 
public benefactors far they have helped 
the development civilization. Co-operation will 
receive its proper evaluation factor civic 
and social progress. The realization the neces- 
sity co-operation will, turn, engender spirit 
true democracy, democracy equally distant 
from tyrannical rule and anarchical uprising, 
democracy greatly desired all civic com- 
munities. 

Geography may used connection with his- 
tory socializing study. offers wide scope 
for comparing other lands with our own and 
learning how important influence the physical 
conditions prevailing given country have 
that country’s social life. The study climate and 
products will naturally lead that commerce 
and transportation and these latter subjects show the 
benefits co-operation when practised large 
scale. 

the higher classes, literature will open 
the pupil almost inexhaustible source treas- 
ures found socialization. will show how 
man, from the most primitive periods, has depended 
his fellowmen for help all his achievements. 
One invents machine but many furnish the labor 
fashion run it. One writes the work sci- 
ence art but others print and bind and distribute 
it. The general plans the battle but the common 
soldiers fight and win it. Laws are framed few 
but they must enforced many. The greatest 
genius not wholly independent circumstances 
and environment; ordinary men depend largely 
both the one and the other for their failure suc- 
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cess. Aside from the handicaps health and 
poverty, responsible for many failures, how 
strong incentive urging them success have 
men found the confidence the praise their 
fellowmen how often has the this praise 
confidence discouraged effort and failure! 
natural for man crave the approval and 
dread the disapproval his fellows, let his own 
opinion himself and his talents influenced 
theirs. may not willing admit the truth 
these assertions, but our inmost heart know 
that they are true. The proposition “Man so- 
cial animal” requires little proof that one may 
almost call axiom. 

From what has been said socialization, one 
may see the importance the inductive, well 
the deductive, method the teaching that aims 
socializing the child. Starting with home life 
his foundation for his Building Experience, 
the child will gradually add the superstructure 
life village, town city, state, nation 
world. sure one would reach the same con- 
clusions using the deductive method, tracing 
life from its fullest development its simplest 
form; but think that the normal child this 
procedure would less satisfying. Synthesis, the 
putting together, appeals far more strongly chil- 
dren than analysis, the pulling apart. Then, too, 
the inductive method calls into play comparison and 
abstraction, both tending develop and strengthen 
the Comparing the life home 
with that some larger civic social unit, the 
child finds that certain elements the one may 
abstracted from the other; but also finds that 
each these lives, however widely they may differ, 
must exist the interdependence and the co-operation 
inseparable from any phase social life or, use 
the more common phrase, not this the 
lesson that socialization wishes convey, Does 
not make the child realize that but one 
many the world men and that, order 
live his life all its fullness, must both receive 
and give? human beings are, were, cogs 
the wheel the life that lived round about us. 
When each cog place, the wheel revolves 
smoothly and readily, but the absence the dis- 
placement single cog will interfere with the 
wheel’s revolving, affecting the smoothness 
its motion its readiness move.

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BACH’S CONTRIBUTION THE ART 
MUSIC.

The works Johann Se- 
bastian Bach form one the 
most stupendous monuments 
human thought—a monu- 
ment incomparable archi- 
tecture and luminous logic, 
before which stand 
wonder and awe. Such the 
and perfection 
detail Bach’s works, that 
one never through study- 
ing them. They have that 
delicacy inner adjustment 
more usually found works 
nature than the works 
men. Their melodies grow out their motive 
germs plants put forth leaves and flowers. The 
whole the music stands its elemental 
harmonies solidly the world its foundation. 
Whence could have been brought the stones for 
the upbuilding splendid From 
what marrow lions did its admirable architect 
draw nourishment? know that Bach studied 
and experimented with the different styles all 
the schools within his ken, but what were the pre- 
cise influences which swayed his talent, and after 
what models did his genius form itself? The com- 
positions Bach are the wonders the musical 
world. For the trained ear there keener 
pleasure, that following the windings his sublime 
fugues. They have freshness and vitality bold 
and beautiful the glorious naves, the dazzling 
and subdued radiance the window panes whose 
light they were born. They bid defiance time 
through centuries past, present and come, for the 
material whereof they are moulded fine and 
strong, and their spirit pure. they re- 
semble the immortal cathedrals whose voices they 
were; sublime voices which found echo deep 
within the heart and soul the great Bach. 
Perhaps the most exacting all tests, applicable 
music, the test economy. Are there super- 
fluous tones that not enrich harmony? Are there 
unnecessary subjects, not needed fill the scheme 
design? Bach bears this test victoriously. There 
not note his writing which one could will- 
ingly sacrifice. There not melody that not 
needed. Each subject his fugues not merely 
introduced and dismissed, but developed the 
utmost, that all that was implicit its germ, 
becomes explicit its final form. There con- 
fusion the outline. Bach constantly proves his 
supremacy among musicians, making two voices 
Satisfy the ear, like orchestra. His polyphonic 
scores are inimitably rich, since each voice sings 
its own melody, and the melodies all interplay, har- 
moniously, like the lines well composed picture. 
daring has been the subject endless ad- 
miration students. Especially the matter 
harmony, did things the eighteenth century, 
and entirely his own responsibility, that whole 
schools composers band together the 
twentieth. truly one the most modern 
composers and will always remain so. Composers 
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quated while always contemporary with the 
best musical thought. With Palestrina, will al- 
ways stand forth the great musician the age, 
because the fact both them owe that 
sublime form music known Polyphonic style. 

not appreciated should be, for 
man can appreciated only his equals. But 
have last got inkling the treasure that 
lies hidden away Bach. While Handel and the 
other idols the age sound daily more thin and 
archaic, Bach grows ever richer the understand- 
ing bring him increases, and still holds out 
his promise novel and perennial delights. 
admire his works his sense architectural pro- 
portion and his marvellous logic; are moved 
the depth conception and the mysticism re- 
vealed his works. thorough master the 
science counterpoint, the originality his 
rhythms, and the boldness his harmonies and 
modulations give his works individuality all their 
own. triumphantly glorified contrapuntal de- 
signs with symbolic significance. From the vigor 
his works, the nobility and austerity his con- 
ception get idea the sublimity his 
genius. His great works will ever monuments 
his skill the prince composers. Neither the 
flight time, nor the changes taste can dim the 
glory him who brought the fugue style music 
its supreme height. 

two musicians could more widely apart 
far music concerned than Bach and Chopin. 
Yet the latter built his technic solving the 
problems submitted the former. Bach not 
only the greatest master counterpoint, great 
melodist, and composer stupendous industry and 
productiveness, but was the first master-mind 
perceive the value the tempered scale. laid 
the foundation our modern system harmony, 
and addition has left some the most beau- 
tiful examples harmonic changes extant. was 
not only the master the polyphonic style mu- 
sic, but also the choral and sonata form.

the great bulk printed matter today, definition any 
shape form are rare that one sets search 
them, with lantern, did Diogenes, thro the streets 
Athens search just man, and even with 
lantern they are not always found. Notwithstanding 
the evident fact the non-usualness definitions 
modern print, take the trouble preface this paper 
ferent; outline somewhat definitely what understand 
certain literary terms and assist making clear 
attitude towards That attitude not an- 
tagonistic; rather attitude love for and delight 
good Poetry and all that good poetry connotes, hether 
free “chained,” new old—but mostly ‘chained” and 
old, supplemented apathy and dislike for all the literary 
trash that finding its way present into print the 
name poetry. 

Naturally, these definitions will not given terms 
present-day poetic terminology since with moderns, 
many literary terms may mean hundred things noth- 
ing Take for instance the word, poetry, now 
cruelly abused. What poetry? used mean—in 
somewhat restricted sense perhaps—that form writing 
having metre, rhyme, rhythm and on, distinguished 
from prose. But such definition has little mean- 
ing these days vers libre, imagisme, polyphonic prose 
and all the other strange, hybrid forms expression 
characteristic modern ultra-modern writers. 

Hazlitt says: “Poetry the language the imagina- 


tion and the passions that fine particle within us, 
that expands, rarefies, refines, raises our whole being.” 
says: “Poetry has something divine it, because 
raises the mind and hurries into sublimity con- 
forming the shows things the desires the soul.” 
And Ruskin: “Poetry the imaginative representation 
the nobler emotions though the medium language.” 
Phelps tells us: “Poetry greater than any defi- 
nition it.” But spite these definitions rather 
because them, poetry expounded the so-called 
“new schools” product well-nigh incomprehensible, 
difficult compehension fact, that there seems 
seems one fad after another, series adven- 
tures into strange land, uninhabited the Muse. Mod- 
ern poetry has been defined chaotic jumble photo- 
graphs, ugly, and poetic the chatter three-year 
somewhat inelegant comparison perhaps, but 
one that illustrates pointedly what many really and truly 
educated people think the “new” poetry. 

Critics, who ought know say that one the most 
pronounced requisites poetry beauty, with which 
statement heartily agree. And here the question: 
what beauty? obtrudes itself. Some aesthetes claim 
that beauty term that defies that 
“abstract thing” felt but indefinible and ering, 
that responsible for least the deeds 
mankind. this so, then that wholly non- thing, 
modern poetry, will inevitably result 
paralysis, One Litt. declares that beauty 
one form another has the power transforming 
demons into saints, and critic commenting this state- 
ment asks whether has not also the opposite power. 
Webster says that, “beauty assemblage graces 
pleasing the eye, ear, intellect aesthetic faculties” 
and for want better definition the present 
accept Webster’s. 

Another requisite good poetry art. And what 
Some say that art human nature, but should 
not wish forced take this definition seriously, 
without some modification—there are phases human 
nature that are far removed from the artistic, evi- 
denced from the moral standards illustrated the liter- 
ature the last twenty years.” their fruits you shall 
know them.” Art the handmaid religion. Wherever 
religion there art. The greatest and grandest work 
art which the world can boast was consummated 
Mount Calvary and the nearer the artist can come 
that sublime ideal the nobler will his conception, for 
Mount Calvary see art defied.

All art picture life 
terms the true and beautiful. the very essence 
the ideals that move the human soul, translated into 
literature. And what literature? There are various 
definitions, emanating from various sources, from which 
quote: Literature the artistic record life. 
the sympathetic mirror nation’s dreams inner life 
distinguished from history which record its 
deeds. Literature life, love, aspiration, liberty, rever- 
ence, faith and freedom put into language. Poetry 
literature; then poetry must all that which literature 
is. True literature will never die, for true literature 
nothing else than the embodiment ideals 
will never perish, long God will continue breathe 
into our human clay the life. 

Thus see that Art, Beauty, Idealism, Poetry, Litera- 
ture and Life are interwoven, the one with the others, 
that one missing the entire picture just 
the more perfect each part present, the nobler 
the masterpiece. 

But this paper wishes concern itself chiefly with 
modern poetry and modern poets not wish have 
their productions evaluated the poetic canons dead 
age. quote from “New Voices” Marguerite Wil- 
kinson “The best contemporary poetry more like 
the poetry Tennyson and Longfellow than the frag- 
rance nectar like the fragrance the matutinal 
coffee.” Coffee nectar? Which which? The old 
poetry the new? inclined think that the old 
poetry the coffee, which beverage because its highly 
stimulating qualities would with the vast majority have 
the stronger appeal. Besides the amount nectar 
extracted from modern poetry either too diluted too 
meagre quantity tempt only the very few. quote

poetry) alarming the first taste, and timorous per- 
sons afraid the new beauty, run away without taking 
enough taste know what really like. spite 
all that ultra-conservatives may say and spite all 
that ultra-radicals may demonstrate, there new po- 
etry.” With this last statement the unbiased student 
verse will agree. There new poetry, for there are 
men and women writing verse today, that is, least 
passing fair, not more than that, and have 
thank the Author all song for the fact their exist- 
ence, otherwise might subjected even greater 
martyrdom, those who think they are writing poetry, 
but are not. sure, the singing voice even the 
very best modern poets never sojourns the far blue 
reaches the heavens, where the poet-masters the 
past were easily home. The most perfect verse 
today compared with that epochs now dead small, 
cold, emotionless, limping—it would seem that only 
the very few given the full gift 

Among the present poets, who can with justice claim 
our attention are many, who hope will grow artistic 
excellence with the years. From out group favorites, 
would choose the following the basis poetic and 
personal merit—they are friends the Muse and they 
are blessed with minds that are clean, wholesome and 
gracefully human. Sara Teasdale, Joyce Kilmer and Alice 
Meynell (R. P.) Chesterton, Padraic Colum, Ed- 
gar Guest and few others, whose contribution the field 
poetry not yet extensive enough standardized, 
whose singing has been stilled, the God song, 
before they had attained full power. the case 
Allen Seeger, who was truly poet and whose name will 
“live” for went out meet death with the lilt 
song his white, set lips: 

have rendezvous with Death 

When spring brings back blue days and fair. 
may shall take hand 

And lead into his dark land 

shall not fail that rendezvous.” 

Only men gifted with poetic souls that soar and sing 
can down unafraid into the valley death that way. 
Taken and large, modern poetry has very little rec- 
ommend it. does not possess either power beauty 
any great extent, all emphatic affirmations its ex- 
ponents the contrary, notwithstanding. has daring, 
freedom from all established standards, subjectivity and 
over-abundance imaginary. very few find 
indeed, somewhat more than this; Sara Teasdale for 
example. Her work delicately artistic. Perhaps the 
one quality most pronounced her poetry soft, 
satiny fineness, reinforced feminine trustfulness 
abiding complete one will deny that she has 
the lyric gift articulated style, simple and unaffected, 
yet punctuated here and there bursts subdued 
beauty. And like manner, the others listed above, 
whose verse has soul appeal and charm all its own. 

But unfortunately for and for posterity, most our 
modern poetry only so-called; some poetry 
all. Certain specimens are grotesque and awful 
enough give one series spinal shivers, that leave 
aftermath sub-conscious reactions wholly unfavor- 
able anything and everything that has with poets 
and their “slim volumes.” The reading these horrible 
specimens makes one feel were groping his way 
thro some dark, oozy cave, peopled with bats, blind 
mice, lizards and all the other cold, clammy, creepy things 
that generally infest such places. And they 
call poetry and you and are dubbed ‘sophisticate’ 
refuse react poetically. Lovers true art object. 
Imagists, Cubists, Futurists, Realists, Ultra- 
Modernists, call this thing whatever you wish, but please 
not call poetry; refuse, absolutely accept 
tamely this insult our intelligence. what the 
Frenchman calls “trop”. 

not object poetry woven around humble 
themes, for lowly themes are often the most: beautiful 
well the most appealing. Nor does the average 
reader generally object any phase human nature 
being made the subject poetry, provided the poet 
artist. for his hands, even the repulsive can become 
artistic—but never appealing. But object and will 
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continue object men, whose poetic coefficient ap- 
proaches the infinitesimal digging their pens deep into 
the slime and painting for pictures the low, the 
base, the vulgar; then flaunting them our face 
they were thing beauty.”

pushed still further, the most natural deduction, from 
this slogan would that the urge sufficient 
reason for the deed. But suppose the poet feels the 
urge kill some one—it possible these days when 
respect for law the exception, not the rule—does 
out and perpetrate the deed? No, for neither the 
“extreme penalty” nor the walls the penitentiary look 
particularly inviting. Yet, according the poet’s slogan 
the murder would deed for “Art’s sake” artistically 
done. “There are stars the firmament these 
men.” says Mr. Paul Moody recent issue 
the “Bookman.” statement that commands our affirma- 
tion. For most “these men” are obsessed the 
idea stark realism, that they forget one the grandest 
facts life—that idealism and its kindred virtues, faith, 
nobility, honor, aspiration, uprightness, cleanliness 
mind and soul are still with and that they will remain. 
More—that any picture life, such, painted without 
them nothing more than hideous distortion, false, 
perverted, cruel, unredeemingly dark—a negation all 
that capable inspiring onward and upward 
“the stepping stones our dead Poets forget, 
common with their prose friends, that physical death 
oftentimes one the lesser tragedies life. the 
stars their firmanent have gone out, that reason 
why they should want shut out the light from the lives 
others; they have nothing guide them but the 
sputtering torches sinful world, where men are ruled 
passion and women have lost all they should 
remember that there are others, whose spiritual insight 
still remains, others who love the stars and would faing 
when earth becomes too weary, soar far away into the 
beautiful, blue heavens, where the air clear, pure, in- 
vigorating and the threnodies earth, cold and 
grey, are for the nonce beyond their hearing. has 
been well said. “Where there vision the people 
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perish.” this so, then even the poets must not ob- 
struct our vision—the idea perishing unutterably 
painful. 


have quarrel with any school poetry nor with 
any writer, but with all schools and all writers who 
crucify our sense rhythm, outrage our sense 
decency. With vers libre and all the other queer, hybrid, 
things, neither fish nor flesh that are allied with it, 
have little patience. The best silly; the worst 
superlatively so. pity that those who engage 
not devote their time and energy better 
cause. Never before, perhaps, the history poetry 
has there been, the poetic market such over-supply 
brand material, that actually confounds the reader: 
much pure non-poetical nonsense: much more 
plain rubbish staid, old magazines forced 
startle our poetic ennui into attention, times forget 
their prestige and for the “filler-in” regale with bits 
bizarre, grewsome things, but even shock like that 
not sufficient convince that the “filler-in” poetry 
its author poet.

themselves, for really they are outrageously funny. Some 
one has written somewhere that sane people often find 
themselves the object their own mirth and that this 
helps keep them sane. our poets only would!

still believe the eternal verities; people who cannot 
accused spurious scholarship narrowed perspective, 
who have sympathy with iconoclasm, opaque poetical

have found most helpful. (My ideas how 
study how read appeared the January, Feb- 
ruary, and March, 1924, numbers the Journal.) 
should, the same time, consider the value 
serious “studying working with others 
the same problem just one seeks reports from 
different authorities the same topic. Testing 
each other’s preparation not only adds zest one’s 
work but wards off the depression sometimes asso- 
ciated with subjects and teachers. There noth- 
ing intrinsically the matter with subject; others 
have found interesting. badly presented, 
studying with some one else will counteract that 
negative influence. 

Fear failure often drives students into the 
hopeless attitude trying memorize material 
the hope meeting requirements; but the uni- 
versity not only the work heavy that memori- 
zation impossible but the emotional attitude this 
attempt induces handicap. (Last year the 
April and May issues the Journal discussed the 
proper emotional tone the classroom). 

Without the proper emotional poise amount 
practice much good; and for that reason the 
avoidance resentment, distaste, discouragement 
urges the acquisition the most economical meth- 
ods effective approach our work. master- 
ing with the least energy and time have 
time live more abundantly and become 
enthusiastic about it. course enthusiasm 
largely matter vitality, getting enough rest- 
ful and surely teachers need urging 
careful mental hygiene and physical—to 
watch their modes study, avoid all physical 
tension, which interferes with easy learning. 

Should you interested the handicap ex- 
ceptional mind worked under last summer? (Of 
course, his humility must considered.): knew 
then for the first time life that whole sys- 
tem teaching was built upon false foundation. 
The value the words “study” and “read” began 
make their first impressions upon mind, The 
power personality the teacher and the necessity 
individuality the student were for the first 
time disclosed me. What pity that should 
have spent the best years life without know- 
ing how study. And since did not know, how 
could have ever taught anyone else? Was not 
one the many teachers who enter the classroom 
only half conscious the responsibility such 
position? Was not the student estimation 
mere sausage grinder into which the various pro- 
fessors cast their scraps meat? The student had, 
knew, immortal soul, individuality, but such 
things seem not have entered vitally into con- 
ception student class. There became the 
machine which ground the meat and turned it, 
knew not how, into sausages. Yet, knew what the 
term individuality meant and often insisted upon 
individuality student themes, but how little 
appreciated the real value the word shall never 
know. 


All along had known that little little pearls 
were being cast and occasionally tried pick 
them way little extra exertion, reading, 
studying.

the text. Keep day ahead his assignment 
that you may know exactly what his contribution 
is. merely reviews the lesson for you, tell 
him that you have read the text and ask what 
has add that discussion. adds material 
that the text, ask him its source does not 
announce it, discover for yourself. Check 
him constantly. gives you unpublished ma- 
terial, give him return your loyalty and your best 
effort. does not practice what teaches, call 
his attention the fact. teacher tells you that 
you must never dictate notes students and 
dictates the order you, call his attention the 
incongruity. Look for principles courses 
teaching; methods you may get from numerous 
publications. 

the March, 1924, number the Journal dis- 
cussed economical methods effective reading— 
mastering the resources the library—habits ab- 
solutely essential every university student and 
every worthy teacher. emphasized the necessity 
for reading always with objective—(for instance, 
reading material the junior high school form- 
ulate question such as, what changes innova- 
tions should made the teaching English 
the light the purpose and functions junior 
high school courses?) Keep your objective 
card beside you for reference whenever the atten- 
tion wanders. Practice judicious skipping, judging 
the general worth statements texts, lectures, 
and recitations, questioning the trustworthiness 
authority—inferring from Who’s Who author’s 
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prejudice right speak, maintaining tentative 
rather than fixed attitude toward knowledge, di- 
gesting rather than copying verbatim 
notes, and saving time never re-copying. (If 
you may not use fountain pen intelligent in- 
structor will not ask you re-copy notes before 
submitting them.) 

The making reading graph helpful when 
consciously increasing one’s reading rate. one 
side mark off tens for the average number lines 
read minute; along the top number the days 
successively. After timing yourself for several 
pages get average, record the result and con- 
tinue this every day while reading references. 
course, the best way improve rate read- 
ing much easy material high rate attention. 

Many students find helpful taking notes 
give the gist the material one side the 
card while registering their reaction the other. 
Instead being abstract the material read, 
reading report should editorial reaction 
some portion the book—it should represent 
student’s own thinking the matter. sure 
takes extra time write our mental reaction 
notes and more time know what think about 
note take; but only those who have con- 
ception what scholarship is, who lack sense 
duty their profession, could slight intelligent 
process play cards all afternoon otherwise 
waste their time.

its best. 

Putting the emphasis Catholic art 
falls into three the first and lowest, art 
overbalances religion; the second, art and re- 
ligion are more less equal prominence; the 
third, religion predominates. the first mentioned 
class, often seems the artist worked the 
principle Religion for Art’s sake. the second 
and third classes the reverse; both these 
classes the greatest religious pictures are found. 

Only too numerous are the works Catholic art 
which religion suffers the expense art tech- 
nique and which art pride and worldiness appear.

The great artists whose religious works are 
devout and the same time high artistic ex- 
cellence are Donatello, Giovanni Bellini, Melozzo 
Forli, Ghiberti, Luini, Mantegna, Raphael, Guido 
Reni, Domenichino, the Van Eycks, Greco, Ri- 
bera, Zurbaran, Velasquez and our own times 
Munkacsy, Ciseri, and Tissot. But the greatest 
names that belong this class are Michelangelo, 
Vinci (for his Last Supper), Fra Bartolommeo, 
Van der Weyden, Memling (called the German Fra 
Angelico), Murillo and recent times, Millet and 
Puvis Chavannes.

Geography for High Schools. 


“The absence geography from 
virtually all high school courses 
one the anomalies American 
public school education.” This ob- 
servation, made Dr. Gilbert Gros- 
venor, president the National Geo- 
graphic Society. the recent meeting 
the Association American Geog- 
raphers, challenge all who par- 
ticipate responsibility for the for- 
mulation high school curriculums. 

The importance geography 
branch instruction nobody will de- 
ny. Dr. Grosvenor suggests, 
subject inseparably associated with 
history, with science and with liter- 
ature. Even among whose con- 
ception the proper scope public 
education subordinates the cultural 
the utilitarian, the value geograph- 
ical information conceded—for 
essential the merchant and the 
manufacturer—it pertains business. 

Where geography ignored the 
high school course, the omission 
doubt due assumption that the 
pupil entering high school has finished 
geography the grade schools. Geog- 
raphy textbooks for younger pupils 
are much superior those gen- 
eration ago, and lay emphasis upon 
practical features the subject which 
the earlier either slighted 
ignored. But they are means 
exhaustive. 

Moreover there larger aptitude 
for profitable study many things 
those who approach them 
maturer years than usual the 
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case pupils grade school age. 
The usefulness any study de- 
pendent least much upon what 
the student brings upon its 
internal content. Storing the mind 
with bald facts preparation, but 
little more. Education its true 
sense proceeds from the vitalizing 
those facts their reorganization 
the mind with reference other 
facts, process which leads the 
perception principles and the 
realization larger values. 

For such reasons these the study 
geography deserves place the 
curriculum ‘the high schools, even 
has been covered the grades. 

not and cannot covered the 
grades. What knowledge geogra- 
phy possible impart the 
grades should regarded prepar- 
atory for fuller and more efficient at- 
tack upon the study its completer 
form. 

There reason, therefore, for re- 
monstrance the part geogra- 
phers when the study geography 
neglected the high schools.
